Close-Door Meetings Go On 


At Chicago Over Issues 


For New Contract 


Br Th* United Pres*. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 13—Representa­ 
tives of the nation's railroads and 
spokesmen for 350,000 of their op­ 
erating employees are locked in 
negotiations which may determine 
whether the ration will have an­ 
other railroad strike. 
The negoitations, conducted be­ 
hind closed doors in Chicago’s huge 
Union Station, were started Oct. 7. 
Both sides are pledged to keep the 
discussions secret. 
Among the issues, however, are 
14 changes in working rules de­ 
manded by the railroad brother­ 
hoods. These are the same work­ 
ing rule issues which helped pre­ 
cipitate the two-day strike in May, 
1946. 
There are 132 Class I railroads 
involved in the negotiations with 
five railroad unions—the Brother­ 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
and Enginemen, the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen, the Order of 
Railway 
Conductors 
and 
th e 
Switchmen’s Union. 
30 Per Cent Raise Asked 
These five unions include the 
"operating personnel” w i t h o u t 
whom .the railroads would be para­ 
lyzed. 
In addKion to the changes in 
working rules, tho brotherhoods, 
have demanded a 30 per cent wage I 
Increase. 
The r&Uroads estimate that the 
wage Increase alone would cost] 
them 400 million dollars a year. j 
The operating rule changes, ac-' 
cording 
to 
railroad 
spokesmen,' 
would add a cool one billion dol­ 
lars yearly to railroad operating 
costs. 
A. F. Whitney, president of the: 
railroad 
trainmen, has 
disputed 
the estimates. 
‘‘You can divide the total figure 
by five and be closer to the truth,” 
he said. 
The rule changes alone would fill 
a page and a half of solid news­ 
print 
Railroad 
spokesmen 
said 
28 of the proposed rules would 
force the roads to pay more for 


the same amount of work. Seven 
others, the railroads said, would 
make them hire unnecessary help. 
As part of the settlement of the 
1946 strike, President Truman or­ 
dered the rule change issues drop­ 
ped for one year. 
The brotherhoods charge that 
some of the rules have not been 
changed since 1880. Working con­ 
ditions have changed and trains 
have become longer, they said, but 
the rules have remained the same. 
Both Sides Have Points 
Brotherhood spokesmen say the 
proposed changes would promote 
efficiency and safety. They charge 
that long trains are undermanned 
and unsafe. 
Railroad 
officials 
reply 
that 
shortening trains would promote 
inefficiency, because it would de­ 
prive the nation of “mass trans­ 
portation”. 
The direct negotiations in ses­ 
sion now are the first step toward 
settlement of disputes under the 
National Railway Labor A ct 
It 
the negotiations break down, these 
steps would remain: 
►The National Mediation Board, 
with headquarters in Washington, 
would attempt to mediate the dis­ 
pute at the request of either party. 
►Failing 
that, 
the 
mediation 
board would notify the President 
that an emergency exists. 
►The President would appoint a 
fact-finding committee. During the 
30 days following its appointment, 
no strikes could be called. 
In the past, fact-finding commit­ 
tees have obtained time extensions 
if no settlement has been reached 
in 30 days. 


INCOMES HIT NEW HIGH 
IN SEPTEMBER REPORT

September personal income rolL 
ed up to an "extraordinary annual

plying the seasonally-adjusted to­ 
tal for the month by 12. 
The department said the outsize 
figure was due largely to the 


heavy cashing of G.I. terminal leave 
bonds in September. 
Another reason was the upswing 
in factory pay rolls in September 
to an annual rate of $45,000,000,-, 
OOO, bettering even the wartime 
highs reached in early 1945.

Say European Needs Make 


Increased Output Vita!

WASHINGTON. Nov. 13 — The 
C.I.O.’s United Stceworkers Union 
declared Wednesday that the na- 
tion’e steel-producing capacity must 
be expanded to meet the demands 
of programs for rehabilitating Euro­ 
pean Industry. 
Otis Brubiaker, the union’s re­ 
search 
director, 
told 
President 
Trum an’s Council of Economic M - 
Thters, that ‘'development in west­ 
ern European countries have in­ 
tensified the need and demand for 
American 
steel 
capacity expan­ 
sion’’. 
He urged the council to recom 
mend that the President call to­ 
gether representatives of the steel 
industry, 
labor and 
government 
to draw up a Joint program for 
steel expansion. 
The union official declared that 
the. “refusal of some im portant'’ 
m anufacturers to plan for an in­ 
crease in steel production "already 
has forced the industry in the di­ 
rection of preliminary opposition'’ 
to plans for aiding European coun 
tries. 
He said that the industry's “re­ 
fusal to expand its capacity is 
prompted by considerations which 
reflect normal, conservative, in 
vestment and business practices’’, 
but, Mr. Brubaker added: 
“The need, however, is national 
and even international. It affects 
all of our people—not Just the In 
vestora and 
businessmen. Every 
branch of government, therefore, 
m ast offer its support to an ex­ 
pansion program.” 
The steel union Insists that at 
least IO million tons of capacity 
should be added to the 91 million 
to rs which the union said the in­ 
dustry listed as its capacity last 
Jan. X. 
Mr. Brubaker Mid that the “full 
Impact of the export program for 
foreign 
aid 
now 
is 
becoming 
known** and that “It now becomes 
even more imperative that there be 
expansion Immediately’’. 
He contended that a "substan­ 
tial” expansion of steel capacity 
“could be achieved and will be 
achieved without the building of 
new facilities”.

There is some evidence also 
that migraine may be due to al­ 
lergy or oversensitivity to some 
food. 
Unfortunately, migraine Is not 
only agonizing for the patient but 
perplexing to the physician. From 
time to time, many different forms 
of treatment have been suggested, 
none of which Is entirely success­ 
ful. 
However, there are a number of

agree. 
For example, during an at­ 
tack. the patient should he put to 
bed and the clothing loosened. The 
room should be dark, quiet and 
well-ventilated. 
An ice cap should 
be put on. if possible, and the pa­ 
tient should be given oxygen to 
breathe if it is available.

has been found to relieve four out 
of every five cases. 
If the patient 
must go to work, he should wear 
loose clothing*

Of course, the 
exact dose to he employed must 
he determined by the physician.

with relief of the headache. 
In certain cases, ergotamins may 
cause such things as sickness to 
the stomach, vomiting and muscle 
cramps. 
Such reactions, In part. 
may be warded off by the use of 
a drug known as atropine and by 
massage of the cramped muscles. 
If theNattack of migraine per­ 
sists, injections of salt and sugar 
solutions into a vein may be found 
helpful. 
There are also various 
pain-relieving drugs which may be 
helpful, but it is Important not to 
allow the patient to become habit- 
uated to their use.
